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BENEATH CHINATOWN. 


Among the ium Densand Small- 
. Pox Maaufactories. 
From the San Francisco Examiner. 

The recent arrival in this city of several 
thousand Chinese immigrants of the very 
lowest grade has had the effect of filling u 
that portion of the city called “Chinatown 
to over flowing. With a view to letting in some 
light on avery important sanitary subject, 
are ntative of the Examiner was dis- 
ed on a tour of observation in the sub- 

rranean dens of that portion of the city. 
T his trip was made under the guidance and 
direction of Health — d Drum, who 
is necessarily well posted upon the subject of 
dens aad dives beneath that portion of the 
city. Chinatown above ground and China- 
tow n beneath the surface are very different 
affairs. People who walk through that pesti- 
lential portion of the city and merely take a 
superficial view of the exterior of the build - 
ings and a brief glance within the stores, do 
not see Chinatown. To do this, one must 
obtain the services of a well-informed guide, 
brave the dangers of infectious disease, pro- 
cure a handkerchief saturated with aromatic 
vinegar, and, armed with a lantern and sup- 
ply of matches, start forth and explore, 

HIGH-TONED LODGINGS. 

The first place the Examiner reporter vis- 
ited was a -story brick house on Wash- 
ington street faeing the Plaza. Lighting a 
candle, the Inspector led the way up stairs. 
At the head of the stairway a closet was dis- 
covered, the stench from which was over- 
powering. In this space, say six feet square, 
several dozen Chinamen do their cooking. 
This water-closet, choked and running over, 
is used asa kitchen, the smoke of a dozen 
Ure pots being allowed to find its way up the 
stairways tothe upper floors and through 
broken windows into the air. Iu was noticea- 
bie in each and every building that no chim- 
neys are used, the smoke apparently causing 
no inconvenience to the crowded inmates. In 
this place, which Health Inspector Drum 
termed a high-toned lodging- house, women 
and children were found crowdedin with 
dozens of newly-arrived Mongolians, all 
breathing the same impure noxious atmos- 


phere. 
AMONG THE RAG- PICKERS. 

Crossing Washington street and entering a 
narrow courtyard, another class of Chinese 
was discovered. Tue headquarters of a colony 
of garbage-gatherers was explored. About 
forty filthy, wretched beings were found pick- 
ing over rags, sorting paper, cutting up band- 
boxes, and packing old junk of all kinds. 
Some of these appeared to be recent arrivals 
from Asia, and were clad in the most wretched 

arments, while their lairs were in dry goods 

oxes or chicken-coop-like affairs built with 
the refuse planks from the streets or wharves. 
In one of these coops four men were sand- 
wiched in together, all of them dead drunk 
from the fumes of opium. The culinary ap- 
aratus here, as in several other places vis- 
ted, was in a water- closet. No stoves were 
„ noticed in use in any part of Chinatown. The 
customary cooking apparatus is a stack of 
bricks built up as high as an ordinary 
cooking-stove or blacksmith's forge. A 
equare coal oil can half-filled with earth or 
ashes forms the individual cooking- range. A 
dozen or more of these improvised cooking- 
stoves might be seen upon every brick base. 
No chimneys are used, the smoke being al- 
lowed to get out of the building as best it 

may. 

STILL A GRADE LOWER. 

Leaving the rag-pickers in their filth and 
confusion, the Health Inspsctor led the way 
into the rear entrance of what had formerly 
been alarge store-room. A long, narrow, 
dark passage gave entrance to a number of 
dark, window less dens, in each of which, al- 
though it was daylight in the open air, small 
coal-oil lamps were found burning. ‘The 
rooms or dens are about six or seven feet 
square and tive or six feet high. The only 
furniture they contain is a platform upon 
which 4 piece of straw matting is laid. These 
bexes were found occupied by Chinamen who 

p during the day and work at night, when 

e box is occupied by factory hands who 

ave worked during the daytime. Thus there 
is a constant occupancy of all these day dens. 
They are built tier upontier to the ceiling, 
Jan a small space being left at the end of the 

ark hallway for culinary purposes.The doors 
of several of these places were opened in obe- 
dience to the command of the Health Inspec- 
tor, and in nearly allof them the inmates 
were found to de smoking opium, as they 
lay upon their dirty platform couch. In sey- 
eral places four or five Chinamen were fou ad 
lying side by side either stupid from the 
fumes of opium or engaged in smoking. The 
stench from these dens was sickening in the 
extreme. 

BENEATH THE SIDEWALK. 

„Nom be careful,’ said the Health Officer, 

a6 he lighted his candle atthe entrance toa 
dark stairway leading down into the cellar of 
a densely populated house on Wasbinyton 
alley. “Here is where you will see sometbing 
which will surprise you. Here is where our 
small-pox epidemics are created and an ex- 
plauation found for the increased morality in 
this city.“ The cellars were found to be di- 
vided into coop-like apartments, in which 
were two tiers of shelves, on each of which a 
Chinaman was seen * or sleeping. No 
licht other than that supplied by diminutive 
lamps without chimneys or globes. Passing 
along a narrow hallway, which was entirely 
dark aud filled with sickening odors, small 
rays of light could be seen upon the right and 
left, where knot-holes or inequalities in the 
rough-boarded partitioas let out the smoke 
from the vile subterranean dens on each side. 
At last the end of this dark passage-way was 
reached, and people could be heard walking 
overhead. Entering a gloomy cavern exca- 
vated beneath the street, and communicating 
with the sewers themselves, six Mongolians 
were discovered recliniug upon their respect- 
ive shelves, all either engaged in opium smok- 
ing or sleeping off the effects of a recent dose. 
The following conversation ensued: 

“Hello, John!“ 

Wo you? What you waat? You want 
smoke ogium, eh!“ 

“No; I’m Health Officer. Come to see 
whether you keep clean down here. You sab-

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hese underground coops, lay side by side 
with the Asiatic heathen to inhale the nox- 
ious fumes of this fatal drug. Their faces 
ae and in some instances emaciated, — 
right and downcast, clothes seedy and dis- 
arranged, with a slouching, bang-dog look 
upon their countenances, they were observed 
sneaking in and out of dark alleys ana corners 
to avoid notice and arrest. The regular 
— dens where white people are 
mitted are carefully concealed and are dif- 
ficult to find. A smoker once introduced to a 
Chinese friend is safe from detection as long 
as he pays his way. 
WORSE AND WORSE. 

After visiting several extensive cellars, all 
filled almost to suffocation with opium- 
smoking Chinamen, the health officer led the 
way to a sort of cave or hole beneath the 
sewers connected with a Chinese restaurant. 
Here was discovered a group of Chinese 
squatting around tubs filled with the reek- 
ing entrails and offal from a pork slaughter- 
house. The were cleansing the vile mess to 
be sold in the market. The floor was at least 
an inch deep with a mass of corruption. The 
sewers had overflowed the floor, and the 
sewer-trap in the same room was choked. 
On one side of this sickening place Chinamen 
and women were engaged in cooking their 
evening meals, the smoke from their coal oil 
cans used for cooking stoves mingling with 
the fetid atmosphere and rendering breathing 
difficult. After issuing imperative orders to 
clean out the place within one hour, the 
Health inspector beat ajhasty retreat. ur- 
ther inspections were made in various 
portions of Chinatown, and the same 
state of affairs was noticeable every- 
where. The recent arrivals from China 
are equally as filthy as those who 
have long inhabited these dark, horrible 
dens. They are more numerous than ever 
before, and are packing themselves into 
holes and corners where even swine would 
sicken and die. They are daily growing in 
numbers, and are utterly reckless in their 
disregard for sanitary regulations. No one 
who will visit subterranean Chinatown since 
the overwhelming increase of its population 
will for a moment wonder at the increased 
death-rate in San Francisco. It is utterly 
impossible to describe the terrible state of 
affairs existing there. Nor is it safe for a 
white man to visit these places, where infec- 
tious diseases are being constantly created to 
spread all over the city. Strange as it may 
seem, with these people, crowded together as 
they are, with lamps always burning, cooking 
fires buiit in halls, cellars, dry-goods boxes 
and coops, without chimney or fire precau- 
tions, but few fires take place. Fire, 
and fire alone, can cleanse and fumigate the 
noisome dens of disease and pestilence in 
subterranean Chinatown.

Defending the Chinese. 
From a New York Speciai. 

The *theathen Chipee“ is having his cause 
championed by the religious bodies here to 
some extent, the Baptists leading off with a 
memorial to the House of hepresentatives 
asking that body to lay the Senate Chinese 
immiyration-exclusion bill on the table. 
They contend that “the country needs the la- 
bor of the Chinaman,” that “they are 


a quiet, inoffensive people,“ ete. Outside of | 


the petition itself the point is made that 
Christians ought to welcome instead of repel 
the pagans, if it is desirable to convert them 
to Christianity, inasmuch as the work of con- 
version can be much more ellicacious!v and 
economically accomplished in the United 
States than ie possible in China itself. The 
theory is that in time converted Chinamen 
here would become in some sense missiona- 
ries to their own countrymen. If this theory 
is rejected, the further point is made that it 
is inconsistent and unreasonable to be spend- 
ing annually large sums of mouey and hazard 
ing the lives of our missionaries in endeavor- 
ing to evangelize these heathen whose bretb- 
rep and countrymen we are now seeking to 
repel. They contend thereis a moral side 
also to the question which cannot be conscien- 
tiously overiooked; forasit is written that 
“God made of one blood all the nations of the 
earth,” Christian men have no right to ex- 
clude any nation from fellowship merely be- 
cause of race. The Presbyterians and Metho- 
dists are getting up similar petitions, and an 
effort will be made to get the Episcopalians 
and Roman Catholics to throw the weight of 
their influence into the scale. The whole 
movement, of course, proceeds on the assump- 
tion that it is within the constitutional prov- 
ince of Congress to legislate in the interest of 
religion, and as such it may be expected to 
draw the fire of the opponents of Church and 
State quite as vigorously as that of the oppo- 
nents of the Chinaman himself.

AN OLD PORTRAIT. 

Some ten years ago there was to be seen 
fora few weeks in a Fourth street picture 
store an old portrait, which, though it at- 
tracted very little attention at the time, never 
ought to have been allowed toleave St. Louis. 
Picked up by an American in Europe and 
pronounced an original by competent judges, 
it was offered for sale at a reasonable price, 
and, finding no purchaset here, went else- 
where in search of proper appreciation. This 
portrait—a half length, by an unknown but 
evidently competent and conscientious hand 
—represented a man of forty-five, or there- 
abouts, dressed in the simplest civilian cos- 
tume ofthe sixteenth century. The figure 
was of medium size and muscular; the head 
small and round and covered with thin, 
closely cut, dark brown hair touched with 
gray. A well-proportioned forehead shaa- 
owed a pair of deeply-sunken hazel eyes; the 
complexion was the color of old parchment; the 
cheek>bones unusually high; the jaws 
and chin strong; the lips clearly cut and 
firmly set, and the whole face furrowed with 
wrinkles—telling of heavy and long-continued 
care, not unmixed with sorrow. On that face 
was written in the plainest characters calm 
courage, iron resolution, exhaustless patience 
and self-sacrifice, unswerving truth and hon- 
esty, and, above all, absolute self-command. 
The man had conquered himself before test- 
ing his powers in a larger sphere of action. 
It was WILLIAM Prince of Orange—sur- 
named “the Silent.” 

History has no story of intenser interest 
than that of which WILLIAM the Silent 
(1533-1584) Was the hero; and patriotism 
never had a more splendid example or lib- 
erty anobler champion. Bern of an ancient 
andillustrious family, reared at the court of 
CHARLES V., who recommended him to his 


the highest duties, he had only to obey his 
master to achieve the highest honors 
that master could bestow. A broad and 
easy road to fame and fortune was 
marked out for him, and education, 
associations and circumstances combined to 
urge himintoit. But he deliberately turned 
aside to choose a narrow, rugged and thorny 
path, in which, so far as he himself was con- 
cerned, there was little to gain, in event of 
success, and evervthing to lose in event of 
failure. PHILIP had determined, at any cost 
and all hazards, to trample out the reformed 
religion in the Netherlands, and reduce the 
people to serfdom in secular as well as sacred 
matters. The partial freedom enjoyed under 
his father he intended to extinguish utterly, 
and then to fasten the yoke of despotism 80 
tichtly on their necks that future resistance 
would be impossible. The complete accom- 
plishment of this purpose was, to all human 
appearance, merely a question of time. Spain 
was then the most powerful empire on earth. 
Her possessions belted the globe; the treas- 
ures ofthe Old and New World were in her 
lap; her generals were the ablest and her 
soldiers the best; and all these resources 


the autocratic bigot who sat upon 
her throne could wield at will—with- 
out dispute, without so much as a 


whisper of criticism. The Netherlands had 
nothing but brave children and a leader in 
every way fit for the task assigned him. How 
for long and terrible years the unequal battle 
was waged; how, in spite of discouragement 
and defeat, in spite of treachery and butchery, 
in spite of cowardly friends and relentless 
foes, this handful of merchants and peasants 
fought on to independence and recognized 
nationality—we may read in the brilliant 
pages of MoTLey. The brain and right arm of 
that fight was WILLIAM. He literally carried 
the country on his shoulders. There was not 
a day, not an hour, from the beginning of the 
tremendous struggle until the treaty known as 
the Union of Utrecht, when his desertion or 


son and successor, PHILIP II., as one fit for * 


block pavements on concrete foundation for 
the streets in the business portions of the 
city, and asphalt or wooden blocks for the 
streets that sustain light traffic.

The day that we begin to 
build decent and durable streets the city will 
spring into newlife. A metropolis will take 
the place of the big overgrown village 
that now wailows in mud one half the year 
ane gasps in dust the other half. The 
dream of Chancellor ELIOr, of the Wash- 
ington University, will be realized, and in 
less than ten years St.Louis will be the Athens 
of the great Republic.

Is HA FRAUD? 


Jay Gould’s Financial Circus Analyzed and 
Nx posed. 


St. Louis, March 18, 1882. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The railroad syndicate, of which Jay Gould 
isthe recognized head, has quite recently ren- 
dered a service to their chief inthe examina- 
tion of his wealth, the result of which is tele- 
graphed throughout the country, and which 
reaches in its effects far beyond their control, 
and becomes, in the judgment of thoughtful, 
prudent men, the initial step towards his ele- 
vation to a conspicuous place in the famous 
gallery of ‘‘financial lost arts.“ 

The circumstances and torced conditions 
surrounding this very singular and unparal- 
leled examination of Mr. Gould’s securities 
excite a suspicion and distrustin the public 
mind. And as one of the public invited to see 
this grand display of personal wealth I desire 
to submit the question, Of what does 
this $53,000,000 consist? What is the basis 
upon which this vast estimate is made? 
Weare shown $23,000,000 of Western Union 
stock; $12,000,000 of Missouri Pacific securities, 
and the remainder in Manhattan Elevated 
Ruilway and Wabash stocks. Now what is 


Western Union and what does it represent? 
Simply a franchise, alot of oflice furniture, a 
few thousand telegraph poles, and a mean- 
dering rusty wire. This corporation was 
stocked for $10,030,000, and by a process pecu- 
liar to operatorsit«<has been watered up to 
880,000, 000, and with good luck it might, by 
the same process, be easily brought up.to 
$160 ,000,C00 in another year. ) 

Of Western Union Mr. Gould sets out $23,- 
000,000, 23 80 of amount of watered stock, 
which, reduced to its proportion of original 
stock represents at par oniy $2,875,000. Next 
he sets out $12,000,000 of Missouri Paeific in 
original shares untransferred. It will be 
remembered that when Mr. Gould purchased 
the Missouri Pacific Railway, a short time 
since, he paid only 33, 50,000. for it 
and immediately stocked it for $12,000,000 and 
called the stock par. The public supposed he 
had place@that stock in the market at par, 
and in admiration cried out, Mr. Gould has 
made 58, 500, 000 on the Missogri Pacitic,’’ but the 
fact of his being possessed @ this stock intact, 
apparently, shows that market did not 
take it, and hence it repfgsents oniy the 
amount of original purchase, . 500, 000. While 
the third item of Manhattam 6 is not given, 
it may be assumed to have b counted at 
$13,000,000, as that is the full ount of the 
original stock, and was bortght Within the past 
few months for a song. It is reasonable to 
suppose that he holdsthe whole of this stock. 
Now, what is Manhattan? Simply a leasehold, 
and nothing more, on two elevated railways 
in the city of New York. The New York and 
Metropolitan Companies,which the Manhattan 
corporation leased, received for stock issued by 
the Manhattan Company $6,500,000 to each 
asa consideration and a guarantee to the 
lessors of ten per cent On their capital stock. 
This Manhattan stock, therefore, is pure 
water, represonting no capital, but simply two 
leases; and, as it could not pay expenses and 
the ten per cent dividend guaranteed to the 
lessors, and was also behind in taxes and 
other debt, it was proceeded against by the 
Attorney-General of the State in a suit for 
bankruptcy, andthe affidavits of Mr. Gould 
and others were industriously used to show 
that it was hopelessly insolvent. Under these 
influences Manhattan stock fell down, and 
one fine morning the public was surprised to 
learn that Mr. Gould controlled a majority of 
the stock of that company which had been 80 
mercilessly assailed. The prosecution of the 
Attorney-General was now checked, and 
presto! change! Mr. Gould sets before us for 
our delectatiou about $13,009,000 of this same 
bankrupt stock, based upon a leasehold, and 
which we utterly refuse to take at any price, 
and which we count for nichts. 

This leaves the fourth count of Wabash 
stock, amounting to about 9,000, 000, which, 
at 56 cents, its quotable value yesterday, 
amounts to 52, 800, 000, reducing the estimate of 
$53,000,000 in the aggregate to the fair appraise- 
ment of $9,175,000—which shows a discount on 
the whole amount of $43,825,000 on the grand 
exhibition ot personal wealth.

The Olympic Theater Soon to Be 
Pulled Down. 


Reminiscences of the Thespian 


Temple. Pa

History of the Olympic From Its Incep: 
tion— List of the Stars Who Have 
Played There—The Steck 

Company. 


At the conclusion of the engagement of 
Robson aad . Orane, on Saturday even- 
ing, April 1, the old Olympic Theater 
will be summarily handed over to the Philis- 
tines for destruction, and by the following 
Monday the building will have passed into 
history. There are thousands of people in 
St. Louis who will cherish pleasant memories 
of the Olympic. The sweet voices that have 
echoed around its time-honored walls, trom 
stage and dress-circle, have crowded it with 
recoliections and clustered about it such asso- 
Ciations as are characteristic only of old 
fiiends. From its proscenium havs the best 
geniuses ot the histrionic and operatic art 
charmed the people, while its stage has felt 
the tread of men and women 
who will be seen no more 
qu this life, but whose greatness is enshrined 
in the public heart. The fair, hapless Netlson 
always graced the Olympic during her ap- 


arances nere, and John McCullough made 
is debut as a tragic star within its walls. 
Actors, actresses and plays that are to-day 
realizing the grandest expectations of 
their admirers—names, also, that have 
assed into the unknown as the 
t and dest of their kind—can 
trace their beginning to the Olympic. Char- 
lotte Cushman and E. A. Sothern were among 
those who looked their lastupon a St. Louis 
andience from this theater, while the number 
of first appearances there is beyond computa- 
tion. Within its lifetime of sixteen years the 
Olympic has witnessed the rise and decline of 
brilliant prospects, the reaNzation of bright 
opes and the disappointments that 
ave crushed life into early death, but asa 
matter ot business the Olympic has been one 
uninterrupted financial success. Beginning 
with its conversion into a legitimate theater, 
and continuing down to the present moment, 
it has realizedjconstantly tor its proprietor and 
manager, and has always been recognized as 
one of the best-paying pieces oi theatrical 
te in this country. In the midst of pan- 
cs, exciting campaigns and general dramatic 
inertia, not one season has passed ever the 
Olympic without large returns for the manage- 
ment, and it the maguificent building that 
will rise from its ruins shall prove half so re 
munerative the projector will have ample 
cause for congratulation. 

When the war closed the city of St. Louis 
had reached a barrenness of places of amuse- 
ment. Tue only legitimate theater was the 
Pine Street Opera-house, between Third and 
Fourth streets, owned by Mr. Ben De§Bar; the 
only variety and spectacular house wus that of 
George Deagle, then located where the pres- 
ent Grand Opera-house now stands. Withina 
tew months after the war Mr. McKee Rankin 
assumed the management of Wilson’s 
Opera house, at the southeast corner ot Fifth 

nd Pine streets, where now is the house of J. 

& Bro., but Mr. Rankin sank all his 
in one season and yielded the specula- 
despair. Prospects of returning pros. 

ty led Mr. Moses Flannigan to believe 
ata building devoted entirely tothe circus 
uld be highly profitable. Mr. Flan- 
was a ward politician who 
acquired fame and wealth during 
war as a Government auctioneer, and he 
not thoroughly conversant with popular 
tastes, but he felt sufficient confidence in his 
scheme to purchase a lot of ground and erect 
a circus building thereon, tully equipped and 
arranged as the French amphitheaters of to- 
dav. The seats rose above cach other by tiers 
and the center constituted the ring. In Sep- 
tember, 1866, the house was duly christened 
the Olympic, avd opened with Levi 
& North's circus, which played several 
weeka to atair business and then commenced 
to weaken. The patronage went steadily from 
bad to worse until Mr. Flannigan had lost the 
fortune he had made duringthe war. In his 
extremity he negotiated a loan of 530, 000 from 
Dr. Gilbert R. Spalding and David Bidwell, 
who were atthe time managing theaters at 
Memphis, New Orleans, Mobile and the 
southern circuit, and when the sea 
fon closed in April, 1867, Spald- 
ing and Bidwell found themselves 
in possessio, of the Olympic building. During 
the spring Mr. Charles A. gery came here 
for the purpose of ascertain ng what could be 
done with the new property. He found it en- 
tirely unsuited for a theater, and on his rec- 
ommendation the building was remodeled to 
its present shape at an expense of nearly $50, - 
000. In November, 1887, the Olympic reopen- 


ed under the management of Spalding and |

St. Louis. This speculation proved fairly suc- 
cessful, but Spaiding and Bidwell, at the con- 
clusion of the first season, entered into com- 
pact with John W. Albaugh to assume the 
management during the season of 1848-69.

SUED FOR SLANDER. 


Police Commissioner Kinkead on the War 
Path—tIhe slanderer Recants. 


To-day Police Commissioner Kinkead swore 
out a warrant charging Allen H. Collins with 
slander. The history of the matter briefly 
stated is this: A few months ago the story 
spread that Collins knew of the existence 
of a gambling ring; it was only known to half 
a dozen persons. It ran as follows: He had 
discovered an official and a well known 
gambler in a Ninth street resort where 
he went to obtain information, not 
connected - with the officials, however. 


They were horrified at the discovery, and he 
was later made the custodian of an agreement 
between the authorities and the gamblers not 
to raid. ‘This remarkable statement, with 
which a POSsT-DISPATCH reporter worked 
for weeks without satisfactory re- 
sults, was whispered about, and Mr. 
Kinkead now alleges that his name was con- 
nected with the samé, for which he charges 
Slander. The witnesses are Gov. Johnson, 
Jos. G. Lodge, Ben. Finney, R. C. Pate, A. H. 
Spink and William V. Byars. Without names 
or proof this story was published. 

Tnis morning Mr. Collins was relieved of his 
Uuties as Sheriff in charge ofthe Criminal 
Court by Capt. Mason, but for what reason is 
not known, as the warrant was not issued 
until later in the day. 

Chief Kennett to-pay placed the following 
letter on the reporters’ table at the Four 
Courts. It was marked’ ‘‘confidential,’’ but 
the Chief aid not look at it in this light: 


St. Louis, March 18, 1882. 

DEAR FERD—Since the publication of an 
article in — I feel it my duty (no matter 
what the consequences may be to me) to state 
truthfully my connection in the matter. 

When Johnson bad Frankie Howard swear 
Out a warrant against you for oppression in 
oftice I heard something in regard to the mat- 
ter that I thought would be a benefit to you, 
and in order to get in his good graces I 


concocted the story published in 
the paper above mentioned, thinking 
thereby I would gain what I wanted. 


I will say it was an infamous Ne and only said 
from an imaginative mind. After I told it 1 
was fearfully sorry, but being afraid he would 
have it published I kept on cajoling him to 
keep it from being made public; 
but at last he had it done and 
now I deserve the consequences.

How a Dentist and a Dancing-Master Ob- 
served the lroprieties.

CARONDELET JOTTINGS. 


A young man named Stanton engaged in the 
converting departmen of the Vulcan Steel 
Works met with a very painful and probably 
fatal accident shortly before noon to-day. 
Stanton was standing under a large ladle of 
melted steel, when the vessel overturned, 
pouring the boiling metal over nis body, 
burning him in a frightful manner. Dr. Stark 
loff was summoned and did all in his power to 
alleviate the young man’s suffering. The 
physician could not tell whether or not the 
accident will prove fatal. 


A number of young roughs residing near the 
Carondelet School waylaid the janitor of the 
school last night and beat him most brutally, 
to resent some imaginary insult.

sustained several severe bruises about 
the head and body, where the 
hoodlums kicked him white lving

Best Material He Can Find 
for Streets. 


A meeting ot the St. Louis Commercial] Club 
was held Saturday night at the Lindell. Two 
or three months ago a committee, consisting 
of Messrs. E. E. Leighton, E. A. Hitchcock 
and Edwin Harrison, was appointed to report 
on the subject of street reconstruction. The 
report was presented at the meeting and is 
very voluminous, covering fifty pamphlet 
pages. 

After referring to the construction of the 
streets, the committee discussed the following 
propositions, claiming that the way to recon- 
struct the streets is to follow them: 

The first is the absolute abandonment of 
macadam of soft limestone for paving pur 
poses, 


2. A resistance to the Increase of street area, 
except atthe expense of adjacent property, 
untilthe present streets are more generally 
improved. 

3. The reconstruction of the streets in the 
business portion of the city, for instance, east 
of Twelfth street and between Franklin avenue 


under ordinary use; the payment for street 
construction should in all cases be by special 


issue.’’ 

Through what medium will these reforms 
be instituted?’’ 

Through the city government always. 
Our purpose is to develop such a public senti- 
ment and such an interest among 
business men as will secure an immediate in- 
augural of these suggestions. The public do 
not always appreciate the diflicuities with 
which the city government has to contend, 
but with a strong pressure of business men and 
property-owncrs, who ure willing to meet 
every expense, there need be no difficulty.’’ 

The prominent members of the club speak in 
enthusiastic terms of Col. Leighton’s report 
and have fully adopted all his suggestions. 


Col. Flad Criticises the Report. 

‘*OColonel,’’ said a POST-DISPATCH reporter 
this morning to the President of the Board of 
Public Improvements, what do you think of 
the report of the Commercial Club on the sub- 
ject of street reconstruction?“ 

‘*I think,’’ said Mr. Flad, that it is an ex- 
tremely well written report; but I cannot sub- 
scribe to all ot their six recommendations. 


The first recommendation is for the absolute 
and unqualified abandonment of so-called 
macadam ot soft limestone for a street service. 
This is an impracticable scheme. If these gen- 
tlemen of the Commercial Club will point out 
a substitute for macadam we will gladly adopt 
it, but the Board has tried every known sub- 
stitute tor macadam and has found them all,

Since that day the grave ot Thomas A. Benton 
has been but seldom visited, even by the 
curious sight-seers who take a pleasurein not- 
ing the splendid monuments which crowd 
upon the view in every part of beautiful, well- 
ordered Bellefontaine. The gorgeous mauso- 
leum of some prosperous money-prince, who 
in life devoted his sole energy to the accumu- 
lation of dollars, attracts the attention 
of every, visitor, while the simple 
headstone which marks the spot 0 
Benton’s entombment is overlooked, or, il 
noticed at all, it is accompanied by the in 
quiry, ‘‘Why have not this great man’s fel- 
low citizens marked the piace with some 
splendid monument befitting his greatness?’’ 
Why, indeed? The spot chosen for Benton’s 
grave is in that portion of the cemetery up- 
propriately named Memory Hill.’’ It is ata 
point about a half mile due west from the old 
cemetery entrance on Bellefontaine road, and 
issomewhat remote from the newer sections 
of the cemetery. The lot in which 
the grave lies is about forty feet in 
length by thirty in depth and is surrounded 
by a rusted, much dilapidated iron fence. 
The lot originally had two gates, one in the 
north, the other in the south,but the southern 
gate is now missing. The lot is, or was jointly 
owned by the Benton and Brant families, the 
southern half being used as burial places for 
the Bentons, while the northern part 
contains the graves of some members 
of the Brant family. Mrs. Brant was Mr, 
Benton’s sister. In the center of the inclosure 
stands ashatt of pure white marble about 
twenty feetin height.
